Reasons for allowance 

The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

None of the prior art discloses or suggests a process of controlling a dishwasher, wherein 
a third preset time is shorter than a second preset time and the second preset time is shorter than 
a first preset time by detecting the temperature of the wash liquid reaches a preset temperature 
and activating a wash pump for first preset time and if the temperature does not reach then 
operate the pump for third preset time. 

The closest cited prior art Hoffman et al. (4,159,21 1) discloses a process of controlling 
dishwasher, wherein water is heated to a predetermined temperature while the pump is not 
running and fails to disclose a step of running the pump if the temperature is not at the 
predetermined temperature after some elapse time. 

Isagawa (5,331,984) discloses a process of controlling a dishwasher, wherein when the 
temperature of water is not greater than Tl, the heater is turn on continuously and wash pump is 
actuated intermittently, such as a pattern of 15 seconds on and 2 minutes off and if the 
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temperature is greater than the Tl, then pump runs and heater also runs. The reference fails to 
disclose or suggest that the heater operation is turn off, while the pump is running in step S4.
